Egypt is a country which, had 
it been better governed, might 
have been as strong and pross 
perous down through the years as 
was France, which it matches in 
size. 


Fat, No Lust 


National pride and an almost 
irrepressible liking for Farouk 
prevented the more literate and in- 
formed Egyptians from action. 
The great tragedy of Farouk is 
that had he possessed the strength 
and the vision he could have been 
one of the strongest’and most 
popular monarchs on earth. There 
was a sort of appealing boyish- 
ness about him which came 
through in his personality. But, 
Egypt paid a terrible price, and 
at last was willing to drive out 
the decadent, corrupt king who 
had grown fat in the head as well 
as body. He no longer had any 
Just for life and/or service to his 
people—but only weary and sur- 
feited lust. 

At 1:30 a. m. on the morning of 
July 23, the army officers who 
had organized the plot, 11 of them, 
gave the orders. Within brief 
hours they were in control.

He shook his head.

‘Defeated in the war 
with Israel, in part, at least, be- 
cause the king and his palace fa- 
vorites sold the army faulty am- 
munition and weapons, for their 
own enrichment, the country had 
sunk deep into the abyss of cyni- 
cism and hopelessness. The Moss 
lem brotherhood, a fanatic ortho- 
dox Moslem religious group, had 
turhed to terror and assassination.

initial venture in pooled sovereign- 
ty.

The high authority, charged with 
the day-to-day direction of the 
projected single market of the 
coal and steel industries of the 
six powers was installed here tem- 
porarily Aug, 10. The community’s 
assembly, Europe’s truly first su- 
pranational deliberative body, will 
convene Wednesday in Strasbourg. 
The high court, the arbiter of dis- 
putes, is still to be named. 


The council of ministers for the 
community will consist of one| 
cabinet member for each of the 
six governments. 


Today’s session of the council 
was brief and formal, limited to 
addresses by its first president, 
Dr. Konrad Adenauer, West Ger- 
man Chancellor, and Jean Monnet 
of France, president of the high 
authority. 


MAJOR INTEREST 


Major interest in the Luxem- 
bourg gathering centered on the 
scheduled private conversations 
between Adenauer and Robert 
Schuman, France’s foreign minis- 
ter. They will meet probably to- 
morrow in a new attempt to re- 
solve the principal issue that di- 
vides their countries—major part- 
ners in the community—and im- 
pedes further steps toward Euro- 
pean unity.

According to The Wall Street Jour- 
nal, which continues to bewilder by its 
dbjective attitude those who recall it as 
the most slanted g£-publications in its 
older form, the newest slogan going the 
rounds is, “Vote Democratic and Live 
Like a Republican.”

The 
campaign will not really warm up until 
next week. There was a disposition to 
get some of the congressional elections 
out of the way. 

Once they are settled, the Democrats 
can be expected to begin to ask ques- 
tions, as follows: 

“What do the Republicans plan >for 
General Eisenhower if they elect him 
and also elect congressmen and senators 
hostile to him and his thinking?”’ 

It is a legitimate question. And it 
does arouse consideration of what would 
be the general’s plight if he is elected 
and finds himself thwarted and shackled 
by those in his party who disagree vio- 
lently with him and his policies.

Gas Line Extension 


Should Be Approved 


At long last, argas of Georgia with- 
out the benefit of natural gas are be- 
ginning to get a faint whiff of this con- 
venient fuel. The Federal Power Com- 
mission is about to act, and favorably, 
it is expected, on the’ application of two 
natural gas companies to lay pipelines 
in ‘four Southeastern states, Georgia 
included. 

Georgia Public Service Commission- 
er Walter McDonald has returned from 
Washington confident that the FPC will 
grant the “certificates of convenience 
and necessity” which the gas companies 
must have to extend their lines. 

We hope that Mr. McDonald is right. 

Making natural gas available means 
not cnly a cheaper and more convenient 
fuel for the home. It means as well a 
cheaper fuel for the generation of elec- 
tricity and hence a possible reduction 
in the kilowatt rates. That reduction in 
turn would be a boon to industries 
already operating in the gasless belt 
and an attraction to more industry to 
come in. 

Opposing the extension of the gas 
lines -are the coal producers and coal 
miners and the railroads which haul the 
coal. They insist there is no fuel like 
an old fuel. 

But the public good transcends these 
special interests. Progress demands that 
each fuel stand or fall on its own merits.

It is up to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion to rule in the public interest, let- 
ting the gas lines reach out to serve 
wherevtr there is a market for their 
product and wherever they can deliver 
the goods.

Much Is at Stake 


In Wisconsin Primary 


Although the effect on the national 
campaign may be overrated, the out- 


. come of today’s Wisconsin primary is 


of direct concern to every American 
citizen. The exponent of the smear in 
politics, Sen. Joe McCarthy, is being 
challenged by Leonard Schmitt, another 
Republican who has made McCarthyism 
a direct issue in the campaign. 


Of course, McCarthy is the better 
known of the two candidates and has 
been able to build up _ considerable 
underdog sentiment because of the in- 
tensity of the attacks upon him. Gov- 
ernor Stevenson has made him a na- 
tional issue in the campaign, and Gen- 
eral Eisenhower has gone on record as 
being opposed to McCarthy tactics in 
general while finding himself in the 
uncomfortably necessary pdsition of 
backing up Republican candidates. 

If McCarthy wins, the Eisenhower 
camp will find its problems increased 
in that the influence of the Taft wing 
of the party will be proved very much 
alive. Attacks on McCarthyism by the 
Democrats will have lost some of their 
sting. 

Should McCarthy Iose, Stevenson’s 
line of attack will have been vindicated 
and perhaps strengthened. By the same 
token, it will be a distinct blow to the 
Republican Old Guard and a victory for 
the liberal wing of the party. 

Whoever wins, many established 
American principles are on trial. Mc- 
Carthyism, which has become synony- 
mous with the tactics of the deliberate 
smear, will remain a device through 
which dictators and police-state rulers 
gain and maintain rule. It has no place 
in America.

Driver Education 


A Must for Schools 


A somewhat cynical student of 
American habits observes that little can 
be done to prevent an appalling number 
of adult citizens from killing themselves 
on the highways. He adds meaning- 
fully: “While we might as well forget 
the adults, we can look to the young- 
sters in the schools and try to save as 
many of their lives as possible through 
teaching them safe driving.” 

How near this view is to the truth 
is debatable, but the value of driver 
education in the classroom is not. It is 
an effort that will repay the nation 
many times over its actual cost in sav- 
ing of lives and property in future years. 

During the past year the total num- 
ber receiving driver instruction in our 
schools approached 3,000,000. More 
than 733,000 were added to the rolls 
during the year, representing approxi- 
mately 54 per cent of the total number 
eligible to take the courses. 

rogress in driver education is noted 
in Georgia, too, although we are still 
far behind the national average. Only 
94 high schools in the state gave driver 
education in 1951-52, a drop from 125 
the previous year. The figure repre- 
sents only 20 per cent of the high 
schools in the state. The number of 
students receiving training dropped 
from 3,465 in 1950-51 to 2,735 in 1951- 
52. Actually only 9 per cent of the 
total number of eligible students re- 
ceived this valuable training. 

‘We need to be better in Georgia. In 
fact, we must do better in the entire 
nation if the war on this useless de- 
struction of life and property is to be 
won. Every high school should offer 
a course in driver instruction.

The Farm Issue 
Is Eliminated 


ROCHESTER, Minn.—Every section of 
the country has become a battleground in 
this presidential election. But of all, per- 
haps the Midwest farm belt is regarded as 
most crucial by the party managers. That 
is partly because of the psychological factor, 
based in the strong sense of superstitution 
which politicians share with baseball play- 
ers, that’ the 1948 election was won—and 
lost—out here. 

The strategic importance of this great 
bread basket of America and the world was 
stone dramatized in what happened at the 

“sv Snow fatm at Kasson, 17 
miles from here, where 
the two presidential can- 
didates stood before acres 
and acres of keenly at- 
. tentive ahd prosperous 
_farm folks at the annual 
plowing contest.— four 
hours apart and literally 
went ‘“‘all out” in vying 

for the farm vote. 
Each was very con- 
scious of the significance 

of the occasion for himself. 


In late afternoon when the great mul- 
titude of farm families left the rolling farm, 
its green now. striped with freshly turned 
contours and littered with the familiar de- 
bris of a mass picnic, they had substantially 
the same pledges from General Eisenhower 
and Governor Stevenson. To wit, 90 per 
cent of parity and inclusion of perishable 
products in the crop support program, as 
well as all sorts of trimmings such as 
strengthened co-operatives, continuation of 
the conservation program which was dem- 
onstrated here, rural electrification, rural 
telephones, more and better farm-to-market 
roads, and so on. Governor Stevenson went 
his rival one better by including housing. 


The farm issue was thus, in effect, re 
moved for the campaign. 


The test, then, comes down to whether 
a majority of farmers ‘choose to rely on past 
performance in the case of Democrats, or 
whether they are disgruntled enough with 
other phases of Democratic rule in Washing- 
ton and desirous enough of a change to put 
their faith in promises of the Republicans. 


Republicans are admittedly handicapped 
by lack of a record of performance. How 
far General Eisenhower is ready to go to try 
to meet that, and to make up for the casual 
attitude of the party four years -ago, he 
demonstrated when he figuratively tore the 
farm plank in the Republican platform into 
little pieces before the assembled hosts to 
flutter down and join the other debris. This 
was noted chidingly by Governor Stevenson 
when he stood in the same place later. He 
didn’t have to do anything like that, he told 
the farmers. He had a platform on which 
he could stand—and did. 


The contrasting platform appearances of 
the two candidates might have an influence 
on the farmers’ decision out this. way in 
November, though no reliable surface clues 
were discernible.

Did Kremlin Fool 
General Ike, Too? 


WASHINGTON—General Eisenhower 
hardly lived up to all that was expected 
of him in the foreign policy speech he de- 
livered at Philadelphia the other night. The 
broad indictment he laid down against the 
Truman administration for the situation in 
which the United States finds itself today 
contained excessive political undertones. 


Perhaps the mildest criticism that can be 
directed at his remarks is that they were a 
gross overstatement, not altogether in keep- 

ing with the facts and out 
of line with the Eisen- 
hower reputation for fair 
dealings and forthright- 
ness. 

In his blast against 
the administration Gen- 
eral Ike charged that ‘‘we 
are at war in Korea... 
because this administta- 
tion grossly  underesti- 
mated the actual threat,”’ 

- allowed America to be- 
come weak and, among other things, aban- 
doned China to the Communists. 

Well, it is true that we did abandon China 
to the Communists, but not until after we 
had sunk $2,500,000,000 in cash and supplies 


* in an effort to bolster up the falling Nation- 


alist regime of Chiang Kai-shek and after 
the Reds had taken over. 

Throughout the Eisenhower foreign policy 
attack there is an implied criticism of the 
administration for the lack of alertness to 
the aggressive aims of Soviet Russia. He 
as much as says that we should have been 
less trustful of the Kremlin. On this score 
Senator Sparkman of Alabama, the Demo- 
cratic vice-presidential nominee, had some 
interesting things to say about the same 
time General Ike was delivering his Phila- 
delphia speech. — 

The Democratic candidate for vice-presi- 
dent quoted Eisenhower as saying at a Mos- 
cow press conference in 1945 that “I see 
nothing in the future to prevent the United 
States and Russia from becoming the closest 
friends.’’ Sparkman went further and re- 
minded that Eisenhower, in an appearance 
before a congressional committee in 1945, 
said ‘‘nothing guides Russian policy so much 
as a desire for friendship with the United 
States.”’ 

These 1945 remarks of the general, deliv- 
ered immediately after the war, do not jibe 
with his attacks now. Of course the mis- 
guided trust we placed in Russia after the 
war’s end is the crux of the world situa- 
tion in which we find ourselves today. But 
only a few people had the foresight to see 
what lay ahead. Certain it is that if the 
administration had sought to maintain our 
armed forces on a war footing after the 
close of hostilities the country would not 
have stood for it. 

General Eisenhower knows all of this 
too well. He was the Army chief of staff 
during the crucial period. He knows also 
the lengths we went in trying to forestall 
the downfall of the Nationalist regime in 
China. Now, a few years later, he is trying 
to make political capital out of some of the 
mistakes we made in placing too much trust 
in Russia. He is out of character when he 
does that, having been a key figure in all of 


our postwar policy.

(2) Business morality is no different 
from the morality that rules the rest of life. 
Some people get the impression that it is 
all right to cut moral corners with the ex- 
cuse, “This is business.’”’ But more impor- 
tant than profit in business is principle. I 
was glad to hear the president of a great 
corporation say that. I believe the heads 
of most of our big business enterprises 
agree with him both in theory and practice. 


(3) Business management is a steward- 
ship. It has obligations to its customers, to 
its employees, to its investors. To properly 
discharge its obligations to those three great 
groups, business must make a profit. We 
sometimes hear people speak of profit- 
making as something akin to immorality. 
But without profit, no business can live up 
to its stewardship. 


(4) Business has high ideals. Some peo- 
ple never think of business as being ideal- 
istic, yet without ideals business would fail. 
In every great business enterprise there are 
intangibles woven into it which inspire both 
management and labor to actions far beyond 
the call of duty. He says the most important 
element in any business is the character of 
the people connected with it. 

I worked for a time since I have been 
in Atlanta for Southern Bell. As I came to 
know the people of that corporation, I was 
proud to be one of them. Wherever I spoke 
across the South, when I would mention 
working for the telephone company, some 
of. the finest people of the community would 
introduce themselves to me and proudly say 
they were with the company.

A neighbor gave the immigrant boy a 
box of crayons and young Tom Nast was 
off with a passion on a drawing career. He 
attached himself to Harper’s Weekly, the 
medium through which his talent was to 
make him famous. During the War Between 
the States the Nast drawings drew from 
Abraham Lincoln the declaration: ‘“‘Thomas 
Nast has been our best recruiting sergeant.”’ 

In 1874 Tom Nast invented the donkey 
and the elephant as party symbols. A popu- 
lar belief is that the artist chose the donkey 
as depicting the swiftness of action and de- 
termination of purpose of the Democrats. 
Similarly, the opinion holds that the ele- 
phant was intendéd to show the size and 
strength of the Republican Party in the post- 
bellum days through which Nast lived. 

The creator of the familiar symbols died 
in 1902 shortly after Teddy Roosevelt had 
appointed him consul at Guayaquil, Ecuador, 

His creations live on, yea even in the edi- 
torial cartoon up and to the left. 

Since 1874 the Democratic donkey has 
developed what Adlai Stevenson calls a mild 
neurosis and others say is definitely a split 
personality. Two-headed though the mule 
may be, the halves have in common the 
stubbornness which made the cartoonist pick 
the animal in the first place. 

As for the GOP pachyderm, by compari- 
son he has lost size and strength. But in 
this case, Tom Nast may not have known 
how well he drew. The elephant never for- 
gets and a 20-year span is a long time to 
remember.

Candidates Ready 
For Main Bout 


According to The Wall Street Jour- 
nal, which continues to bewilder by its 
Objective attitude those who recall it as 
the most slanted gf-publications in its 
older form, the newest slogan going the 
rounds is, “Vote Democratic and Live 
Like a Republican.” 

The one-time staid and astigmatic 
publication goes on to say that the fear 
of people who have gone into debt for 
homes, furniture, television sets, auto- 
mobiles, etc., of what would happen to 
them in the event of an Eisenhower vic- 
tory is one “of the hurdles Ike has to 
overcome.” 

The enterprising reporter of The 
Wall Street Journal finds, however, that 
Governor Stevenson did not stir any 
great enthusiasm in labor circles by his 
Labor Day speech—in which he told 
labor it would receive what was right 
and proper—and nothing else. It was 
the second startling Stevenson speech— 
the first being that to the American 
Legion in-which he was both critical 
and approving.

The campaign now is entering its 
second week. 

More and more it becomes apparent 
that there is at least some truth in the 
statement by Governor Stevenson—that 
he would stand on the administration 
record if General Eisenhower would 
move over and give him room. Both 
are close together on civil rights and the 
general, over-all philosophy of a free- 
enterprise profit system which recog- 
nizes a social obligation. 

General Eisenhower’s statement that 
he would name a Negro to his cabinet 
if such a person were the best fitted for 
the job was, of course, the only right 
and sensible thing to say. But it brought 
down disapproval from the fanatic wing 
ir’ the South which wants both candi- 
dates to say they will do nothing what- 
soever for the Negro or grant him any 
rights, even those guaranteed by the 
Constitution. As a matter of fact, both 
candidates have approved the state ap- 
proach to this problem, saying that fed- 
eral action should be invoked only 
when and if the states fail.

Gas Line Extension 


Should Be Approved 


At long last, argas of Georgia with- 
out the benefit of natural gas are be- 
ginning to get a faint whiff of this con- 
venient fuel. The Federal Power Com- 
mission is about to act, and favorably, 
it is expected, on the’ application of two 
natural gas companies to lay pipelines 
in four Southeastern states, Georgia 
included. 

Georgia Public Service Commission- 
er Walter McDonald has returned from 
Washington confident that the FPC will 
grant the “certificates of convenience 
and necessity” which the gas companies 
must have to extend their lines. 

We hope that Mr. McDonald is right. 

Making natural gas available means 
not cnly a cheaper and more convenient 
fuel for the home. It means as well a 
cheaper fuel for the generation of elec- 
tricity and hence a possible reduction 
in the kilowatt rates. That reduction in 
turn would be a boon to industries 
already operating in the gasless belt 
and an attraction to more industry to 
come in. 

Opposing the extension of the gas 
lines are the coal producers and coal 
miners and the railroads which haul the 
coal. They insist there is no fuel like 
an old fuel. 

But the public good transcends these 
special interests. Progress demands that 
each fuel stand or fall on its own merits.

It is up to the Federal Power Commis- 
sion to rule in the public interest, let- 
ting the gas lines reach out to serve 
wherevtr there is a market for their 
product and wherever they can deliver 
the goods.

Much Is at Stake 


In Wisconsin Primary 


Although the effect on the national 
campaign may be overrated, the out- 


. come of today’s Wisconsin primary is 


of direct concern to every American 
citizen. The exponent of the smear in 
politics, Sen. Joe McCarthy, is being 
challenged by Leonard Schmitt, another 
Republican who has made McCarthyism 
a direct issue in the campaign. 


Of course, McCarthy is the better 
known of the two candidates and has 
been able to build up considerable 
underdog sentiment because of the in- 
tensity of the attacks upon him. Gov- 
ernor Stevenson has made him a na- 
tional issue in the campaign, and Gen- 
eral Eisenhower has gone on record as 
being opposed to McCarthy tactics in 
general while finding himself in the 
uncomfortably necessary pédsition of 
backing up Republican candidates. 

If McCarthy wins, the Eisenhower 
camp will find its problems increased 
in that the influence of the Taft wing 
of the party will be proved very much 
alive. Attacks on McCarthyism by the 
Democrats will have lost some of their 
sting. 

Should McCarthy Iose, Stevenson’s 
line of attack will have been vindicated 
and perhaps strengthened. By the same 
token, it will be a distinct blow to the 
Republican Old Guard and a victory for 
the liberal wing of the party. 

Whoever wins, many established 
American principles are on trial. Mc- 
Carthyism, which has become synony- 
mous with the tactics of the deliberate 
smear, will remain a device through 
which dictators and police-state rulers 
gain and maintain rule. It has no place 
in America.

Driver Education 


A Must tor Schools 


A somewhat cynical student of 
American habits observes that little can 
be done to prevent an appalling number 
of adult citizens from killing themselves 
on the highways. He adds meaning- 
fully: “While we might as well forget 
the adults, we can look to the young- 
sters in the schools and try to save as 
many of their lives as possible through 
teaching them safe driving.” 

How near this view is to the truth 
is debatable, but the value of driver 
education in the classroom is not. It is 
an effort that will repay the nation 
many times over its actual cost in sav- 
ing of lives and property in future years. 

During the past year the total num- 
ber receiving driver instruction in our 
schools approached 3,000,000. More 
than 733,000 were added to the rolls 
durmng the year, representing approxi- 
mately 54 per cent of the total number 
eligible to take the courses. 

rogress in driver education is noted 
in Georgia, too, although we are still 
far behind the national average. Only 
94 high schools in the state gave driver 
education in 1951-52, a drop from 125 
the previous year. The figure repre- 
sents only 20 per cent of the high 
schools in the state. The number of 
students receiving training dropped 
from 3,465 in 1950-51 to 2,735 in 1951- 
52. Actually only 9 per cent of the 
total number of eligible students re- 
ceived this valuable training. 

We need to be better in Georgia. In 
fact, we must do better in the entire 
nation if the war on this useless de- 
struction of life and property is to be 
won. Every high school should offer 
a course in driver instruction.

The Farm Issue 
Is Eliminated 


ROCHESTER, Minn.—Every section of 
the country has become a battleground in 
this presidential election. But of all, per- 
haps the Midwest farm belt is regarded as 
most crucial by the party managers. That 
is partly because of the psychological factor, 
based in the strong sense of superstitution 
which politicians share with baseball play- 
ers, that the 1948 election was won—and 
lost—out here. 

The strategic importance of this great 
bread basket of America and the world was 
oS dramatized in what happened at the 

Snow fatm at Kasson, 17 
miles from here, where 
the two presidential can- 
didates stood before acres 
and acres of keenly at- 
tentive ahd prosperous 
_farm folks at the annual 
plowing contest .— four 
hours apart and literally 
went ‘“‘all out” in vying 
for the farm vote. 

Each was 
scious of the significance 

of the occasion for himself. 


In late afternoon when the great mul- 
titude of farm families left the rolling farm, 
its green now striped with freshly turned 
contours and littered with the familiar de- 
bris of a mass picnic, they had substantially 
the same pledges from General Eisenhower 
and Governor Stevenson. To wit, 90 per 
cent of parity and inclusion of perishable 


products in the crop support program, as. 


well as all sorts of trimmings such as 
strengthened co-operatives, continuation of 
the conservation program which was dem- 
onstrated here, rural electrification, rural 
telephones, more and better farm-to-market 
roads, and so on. Governor Stevenson went 
his rival one better by including housing. 


The farm issue was thus, in effect, re- 
moved for the campaign. 


The test, then, comes down to whether 
a majority of farmers ‘choose to rely on past 
performance in the case of Democrats, or 
whether they are disgruntled enough with 
other phases of Democratic rule in Washing- 
ton and desirous enough of a change to put 
their faith in promises of the Republicans. 


Republicans are admittedly handicapped 
by lack of a record of performance. How 
far General Eisenhower is ready to go to try 
to meet that, and to make up for the casual 
attitude of the party four years -ago, he 
demonstrated when he figuratively tore the 
farm plank in the Republican platform into 
little pieces before the assembled hosts to 
flutter down and join the other debris. This 
was noted chidingly by Governor Stevenson 
when he stood in the same place later. He 
didn’t have to do anything like that, he told 
the farmers. He had a platform on which 
he could stand—and did. 


The contrasting platform appearances of 
the two candidates might have an influence 
on the farmers’ decision out this. way in 
November, though no reliable surface clues 
were discernible.

Did Kremlin Fool 
General Ike, Too? 


WASHINGTON—General Eisenhower 
hardly lived up to all that was expected 
of him in the foreign policy speech he de- 
livered at Philadelphia the other night. The 
broad indictment he laid down against the 
Truman administration for the situation in 
which the United States finds itself today 
contained excessive political undertones, 


Perhaps the mildest criticism that can be 
directed at his remarks is that they were a 
gross overstatement, not altogether in keep- 

ing with the facts and out 

of line with the Eisen- 

hower reputation for fair 

dealings and forthright- 

ness. 

In his blast against 

the administration Gen- 

eral Ike charged that ‘‘we 

are at war in Korea... 

because this administta- 

tion grossly underesti- 

mated the actual threat,’’ 

su allowed America to be- 

come weak and, among other things, aban- 
doned China to the Communists. 


Well, it is true that we did abandon China 
to the Communists, but not until after we 
had sunk $2,500,000,000 in cash and supplies 
in an effort to bolster up the falling Nation- 
alist regime of Chiang Kai-shek and after 
the Reds had taken over. 

Throughout the Eisenhower foreign policy 
attack there is an implied criticism of the 
administration for the lack of alertness to 
the aggressive aims of Soviet Russia. He 
as much as says that we should have been 
less trustful of the Kremlin. On this score 
Senator Sparkman of Alabama, the Demo- 
cratic vice-presidential nominee, had some 
interesting things to say about the same 
time General Ike was delivering his Phila- 
delphia speech. — 

The Democratic candidate for vice-presi- 
dent quoted Eisenhower as saying at a Mos- 
cow press conference in 1945 that “I see 
nothing in the future to prevent the United 
States and Russia from becoming the closest 
friends.”” Sparkman went further and re- 
minded that Eisenhower, in an appearance 
before a congressional committee in 1945, 
said ‘‘nothing guides Russian policy so much 
as a desire for friendship with the United 
States.”’ 

These 1945 remarks of the general, deliv- 
ered immediately after the war, do not jibe 
with his attacks now. Of course the mis- 
guided trust we placed in Russia after the 
war’s end is the crux of the world situa- 
tion in which we find ourselves today. But 
only a few people had the foresight to see 
what lay ahead. Certain it is that if the 
administration had sought to maintain our 
armed forces on a war footing after the 
close of hostilities the country would not 
have stood for it. 

General Eisenhower: knows all of this 
too well. He was the Army chief of staff 
during the crucial period. He knows also 
the lengths we went in trying to forestall 
the downfall of the Nationalist regime in 
China. Now, a few years later, he is trying 
to make political capital out of some of the 
mistakes we made in placing too much trust 
in Russia. He is out of character when he 
does that, having been a key figure in all of 
our postwar policy.

to understand the func- 4 
tion of business. It is the means by whieh 
mankind acquires the goods and -services 
necessary to sustain life itself. Business 
is the system by which the great God-given 
resources of this earth have been devel- 
oped and adapted for man’s benefit. 


(2) Business morality is no different 
from the morality that rules the rest of life. 
Some people get the impression that it is 
all right to cut moral corners with the ex- 
cuse, ‘“‘This is business.”” But more impor- 
tant than profit in business is principle. I 
was glad to hear the president of a great 
corporation say that. I believe the heads 
of most of our big business enterprises 
agree with him both in theory and practice. 


(3) Business management is a steward- 
ship. It has obligations to its customers, to 
its employees, to its investors. To properly 
discharge its obligations to those three great 
groups, business must make a profit. We 
sometimes hear people speak of profit- 
making as something akin to immorality. 
But without profit, no business can live up 
to its stewardship. 


(4) Business has high ideals. Some peo- 
ple never think of business as being ideal- 
istic, yet without ideals business would fail. 
In every great business enterprise there are 
intangibles woven into it which inspire both 
management and labor to actions far beyond 
the call of duty. He says the most important 
element in any business is the character of 
the people connected with it. 

I worked for a time since I have been 
in Atlanta for Southern Bell. As I came to 
know the people of that corporation, I was 
proud to be one of them. Wherever I spoke 
across the South, when I would mention 
working for the telephone company, some 
of. the finest people of the community would 
introduce themselves to me and proudly say 
they were with the company. The vast ma- 
jority of the more than 50,000 employees 
under Fred Turner share his spirit and sen- 
timents. 

And not only is it true with that one com- 
pany, it is generally true with our great 
business enterprises. I like our system of 
free enterprise. I think it is the best way 
and whatever I might. do to support the 
American way, I happily do.

cartoon field from Grant in 1868 to Teddy 


‘Roosevelt, 1902. 


A neighbor gave the immigrant boy a 
box of crayons and young Tom Nast was 
off with a passion on a drawing career. He 
attached himself to Harper’s Weekly, the 
medium through which his talent was to 
make him famous. During the War Between 
the States the Nast drawings drew from 
Abraham Lincoln the declaration: ‘‘Thomas 
Nast has been our best recruiting sergeant.’’ 

In 1874 Tom Nast invented the donkey 
and the elephant as party symbols. A popu- 
lar belief is that the artist chose the donkey 
as depicting the swiftness of action and de- 
termination of purpose of the Democrats. 
Similarly, the opinion holds that the ele- 
phant was intendéd to show the size and 
strength of the Republican Party in the post- 
bellum days through which Nast lived. 

The creator of the familiar symbols died 
in 1902 shortly after Teddy Roosevelt had 
appointed him consul at Guayaquil, Ecuador. 

His creations live on, yea even in the edi- 
torial cartoon up and to the left. 

Since 1874 the Democratic donkey has 
developed what Adlai Stevenson calls a mild 
neurosis and others say is definitely a split 
personality. Two-headed though the mule 
may be, the halves have in common the 
stubbornness which made the cartoonist pick 
the animal in the first place. 

As for the GOP pachyderm, by compari- 
son he has lost size and strength. But in 
this case, Tom Nast may not have known 
how well he drew. The elephant never for- 
gets and a 20-year span is a long time to 
remember.

Déan Sprouse had accepted the 
presidency, he stepped to the rear 
of the rostrum and fell backward 
onto the floor. A number of depu- 
ties, including a physician, rushed 
to his’ aid, but death had appar- 
ently been instantaneous.

It does seem logical ta sup- 
pose that the only way to start 
dieting is . .. to start dieting.

recent convention of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association: 

Take the perennial dieter, for 
instance. All summer she eats 
salads heavy with mayonnaise, 
consumes peaches and cream, 
ice cream, whipped cream and 
drinks sweet drinks. 

Come fall, and she decides 
it’s time to take off a few 
pounds. So she reduces maybe 
20 pounds. That brings her up 
to the holidays and the cycle 
starts once more. 


DOCTORS NEED RECORD 


For: some folks, reducing is 
not hard at all... but stay- 
ing reduced is another matter. 
That’s one reason why doctors 
who treat overweights insist 
upon a complete dietary history 
before prescribing a diet. 

A week’s account of every- 
thing eaten daily ... breakfast, 
lunch, dinner, bedtime snack and 
nibbles in-between ,. . . not only 
informs the dogtor of the pa- 
tient’s food habits .. . literally 
it’s a shocking eye-opener to 
many an overweight. And it 
might be to you. 


RECOGNIZE WEAKNESS 

But back to the dietary his- 
tory. The reason why some over- 
weights are perennial dieters is 
that they’ve never recognized 
their food weaknesses. And a 
reducing diet they look upon 
as a temporary expedient... 
not as a pattern for regular 
eating for weight control. 

Maybe there’s been too much 
stress on high quality protein 
and all the other protective 
foods as ideal for a reducing 
regimen. They are... it’s true. 
But they’re also the foods that 
maintain normal weight and high 
vitality. 

Take a leaf from the doctors’ 
notebook and for the next week 
mark down every bit of food 
you eat, One overweight report- 
ed she got so tired of writing 
down snacks, she decided not 
to eat them!
